London, Oétober 23—Speaking at 
Wallasey, Cheeshire, last night, Field 
Marshal Viscount. French, lord lieu- 
tenant and governor-general of Tre- 
land, made a bitter attack on the Sinn 
Fein government of Ireland. Among 
other things he said:-, ?

“The United Farmers of Ontario 
are associated with the organized far- 
mers. in other provinces on what is 
popularly known as the farmers’ plat- 
form.

It is the 
work of the Canadian council of ag- 
riculture; and T. A. Crerar, while 
‘ minister of agriculture, acknowledged 
in the house of commons, that, before 
he entered the union government, he 
had helped draft the farmers’ plat- 
form.

In the word ‘method the first words 
taught must be in ‘the child’s experi- 
ence and, therefore, we may com- 
mence with the subjects. about. the 
class room. In the early stagos of 
the work one of the most useful de- 
vices is that of labeling. The 
labelled object or picture should be 
placed in some part of the room 
where it will be sure to attract the 
attention of every child. The names 
of objects such- as table, chair and 
desk were placed on the objects whil3 
the children were oft of the room. 
The reason for this is that it wil) 
arouse the child’s curiosity, and ‘at- 
tract ‘his atention, so that each time 
he enters the room he will be looking 
for'some new object. with its name. 
In order to maintain this interest the 
labelled objects or pictures were plac- 
ed at irregular intervals of time, Once 

or twice at first I called attention to 
the objects or - pictures and ~ their 
labels.

She 
says’ “‘Run to the door,” “Run to the 
desk,” and the acts.are performed. 
When interest is aroused the teacher 
says “Let us have the chalk tell us 
what to do.” The pupils watch while 
teacher writes “Run.” If you have ‘a 
pupil who has had the word before, 
ask‘ him to do what the. chalk says. 
If there is no such pupil, let one of 
the pupils takethe teacher's place and 
the\teacher be one of the pupils. Then 
the’ (new teacher) -. points to the 
word and asks the (new pupil) to do 
what the chalk says. .
